Trees and Rainfall. 


It is universally acknowledged by all 


scientific observers that the rainfall of 
a country diminishes rapidly as its for- 
ests are cut down. In Australia there 
seems to bo an exception to this rule. 
In New South Wales, according to the 
Journals and Proceedings of the Koyal 
Society there, about one-half of the tim- 
ber land of the colony has, during the 
last twenty-five years, been denuded of 
trees by Datura! decay, ring-barking and 
clearing for cultivation. Naturally a 
diminution of the rainfall might have 
been expected, but this has certainly 
not been the case; indeed, statistics 
rather indicate the reverse. The prin- 
cipal rivers, too, have not been cumin- 
hised in volume of water. The experi- 
ence of Mr. Abbott, with ring-barking 
of trees on his run at Glengarry, seems 
especially tiguificant. This operation 
(for improvement of grazing capacity) 
he carried out in 1869 and 1870, on most 
of the ivatersheds of three creeks each 
about two miles long, draining well-de- 
fined valleys shut in by high ridges of 
basalt. For twenty years previously 
these creeks were dry watercourses, only 
holding water for ft few days after rain, 
and ina few places in winter. But SOOD 
after ring-barking they became, and 
have continued, permanent streams, 
with increased flow of water and num- 
ber' of springs. 
The explanation that 


Mr. Abbott offers is that the large pro- 
portion ol the rainfall, formerly taken 
jipby the gum-trees and evaporated, 
now finds its way to the creeks and riv- 
ers. Another question is suggested: 
Do the Australian gum-trees differ in 
their action on the rainfall from those of 
other lands?

Telegraph Repairers. 


Western telegraph pole-climber 


tells a stirring tale of the hardships en- 
dured by men of his trade. They are 
often forced to climb rotten poles, es- 
pecially in the rural districts. In one 
case, when a note broke tinder him, he 
held on to the cross-piece and the wires 
let him down gently to the ground. 
But perhaps the greatest danger is from 
the electricity, which sometimes knocks 
men from the poles. In damp •weather, 
especially, they are liable to receive 
severe shocks when they touch two 
wires at once with different parts of 
their bodies. The climber said: "I 
tell you, it's a fearful contract to under- 
take to fix a broken wire on a wet day. 
I have seen some of the boys kick and 
squirm on the cross-pieces and yell-so 
loudly that you would think they had 
gone "off 
into spasms. I have in my 


mind one young man in particular who 
came near breaking his neck. Ho was 
what you call one of your 'smart 
Alecks"' It was a damp, rainy day in 
September when he went up to splice a 
wire. As soon as he reached the first 
cross-piece he thought he would make 
the boys laugh by performing various 
antics, so he sat astride one of the wires 
near the pole and caught hold oi an- 
other. The batteries attached at the 
ends of both wires were heavily charged 
and he was so badly shocked that the 
men were compelled to go up and take 
him down. In fact, the shock almost 
killed him."

Prom Another "Voter." • 


MB. EDITOB:—Your correspondent 


'•Toter,'' in yesterday's issue, speaks 
of "well regulated saloons." Now it 
is a notorious fact that every saloon 
keeper iu our city constantly violates 
the criminal law by soiling to drunk- 
ards, to minors, and keeping their 
shops open by the back doors on 
Sundays and election days. Men 
and boys are seen drank around 
voting places as sore as election day 
comes, and on every Sabbath, espe- 
cially in the afternoon, drunkenness 
is seen on onr streets, and this under 
our "well regulated license system" 
vaunted by your correspondent 


Nearly all the leading saloon keep- 


ers have been indicted and stood and 
stood in the criminal dock, and have 
plead guilty, or been found guilty 
on trial and sent to prison or fined 
for the manner of running their 
"well regulated saloons." The truth 
is there cannot be a weD regulated 
dram shop and do business, for the 
place is the de'pot from whence start 
the beginning of drunkenness on 
their fearful downward course. There 
he may hear blasphemy, dirty ob- 
scenity, and there he is taught by the 
very atmosphere of the place, if he 
shoxild be called upon as a witness to 
give evidence whether the dramshop 
keeper has sold -him intoxicating 
liquors or not, he is to have no hesi- 
tation in perjuring himself by saying 
he don't know whether the liquor he 
drank was whisky- or water. Tour 
correspondent was told by the late 
Sheriff Forstmyer on his return from 
St Louis, where he went in search 
of escaped prisoners from our county 
jail, that he was told by the police of 
St Louis if the escaped prisoners 
were in that city, they would be 
found in the saloons, and the sheriff 
was furnished with a detective guide 
and for two weary days he tramped 
with the sheriff in and out of drink- 
ing^flaces of that city. And such a 
sight of debauchsry, men and women, 
young and old, blear-eyed cut-throat 
murderous robbers, thieves and har- 
lots were there with lowdown crimi- 
nals in lowdown places, the prosper- 
ous criminal in the gilded palatial 
saloons—and all of these places in 
the language of your correspondent 
"Voter" were "well regulated" sa- 
loons. And our city should open 
the sairie sort of schools to educate 
our people in vice and crime, and 
"Voter" thinks it best that we should 
become promoters of and partners in 
this business, because the saloon 
men are willing to give $8,000 of 
their ill gotten gains. If we take 
tho money what should be de-

sum to make 


a fair settlement.

shops will promote crime, pauperism

Kaneae a$ an Agricultural State. 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN-:—As the pa- 


pers of the east have commeneed 
boasting ot the fine prospects thai 
the spring is now affording the agri- 
culturalist, it would be well thai 
some of the readers of the REPUBLI 
CAK should make mention of the 
wonderful agricultural progress o' 
western Kansas, lest the eastern peo- 
ple should forget that this is the 
"garden spot of the world;" and as 
the REPUBLICAN has so large a circu- 
lation that it finds its way all over 
the United States, there is no better 
way .of reminding them of it than 
through its columns. The EF.PUBLI 
CAK would do the Kansasites a great 
favor by granting them, occasionally 
a portion of a column, in which to 
say something of this fruitful conn- 
try that might induce some of the 
eastern farmers to migrate to Kan- 
sas, and relieve the agriculturalists 
(who are now here and have made 
their fortunes) by purchasing their 
property and allowing them to go 
to Europe, or* elsewhere, to retire 
Although I have had several years 
experience in the agricultural pur- 
suits of western Kansas, I do not fee 
able to attempt to describe the conn- 
try. Such a wonderful country the 
pen can not describe, and men can- 
not believe the truth until they have 
had several years experience here iu 
farming. The climate has no eqna 
in the United States—there is always 
a breeze astir. The climate is so. un- 
iform that the farmer would never 
know when spring had arrived were 
it not for the almanac. Roads are 
always solid—no rain to make them 
muddy. Planting time from the first 
of April until the first of August. 
All that is necessary after planting 
is to cultivate the crops, we are very 
seldom bothered with a harvest 
have seen the country troubled with 
but one harvest since I have been 
here. The natives said that it was a 
very uncommon occurrence, anc 
might not happen again for fifty 
years. The country is beautiful. A 
person can gaze upon it like gazing 
upon the ocean, for it is one contin- 
ual prairie, and the immigrant's 
wagon (better known by the name 
"Prairie Schooner") appears, as ii 
approaches in the distance, like a 
huge ship at sea, now rising to the 
top of a hill, now passing down, ane 
reappearing at the top of the nexl 
one. 
Immigrants would do well to 


see a.land agent before purchasing 
land, for he can tell them more about 
the products of the country than 
they can learn by twenty years ex- 
perience in farming. The land agent 
keeps in his office a large collection 
of specimens, which have been im 
ported from almost every state in the 
Union. He shows these to the im- 
migrant, then takes him out in the 
country to show him where they 
grew. The immigrant generally pur- 
chases land adjoining these tracts. 
The farmers have about given up the 
idea of trying to tame the wild prai- 
ries of western Kansas, which un- 
doubtedly never were intended for 
any other purpose than grazing, anc 
instead of wasting all their capita 
in tilling the soil, they are investing 
the larger portion of it in stock. -11 
will net be long before Kansas wil 
be one of the greatest stock raising 
states in the Union.

Washington, of course would like to 
get rid of Monroe, but says if he is 
overruled he don't propose to kick 
out of the traces about it. A politi- 
cal roustabout proposes to divide 
Monroe, giving half to the lower and 
half to the upper district. Another 
party in the old 17th, foreseeing that 
they will have to be encumbered 
with Monroe, propose to neutralize 
the democratic majority thereof by 
whacking Macoupin asunder, and at- 
taching the lower part, which is re- 
publican, to the headless district now 
represented by Col. Morrison. But 
this wont be tolerated in that it will 
look very much like "gerrymander- 
ing."

the United States senate next winter. 
Gov. Cnllom and his friends are be- 
cpming exceedingly nervous. Good 
politicians this far from the scene of 
the direct contest predict that when 
Gen. Henderson and Joe Cannon en 
ter the arena, as they surely will, 
fierce antagonism will be created, and 
in order to allay factional strife and 
to harmonize the adverse differences 
some tender-hearted delegate in the 
convention will arise and put in 
nomination this old soldier and vet- 
eran republican war-horse, the Hon.

The coun- 
cil now stands composed of nine 
members, instead of eight, the legal 
number. In all the voting to-day 
lie clerk would not recognize Brad- 
bury in calling the roll, but the may- 
or called his name every time, and 
le voted. The admission of Brad- 
>ury to the exclusion of Moore throws 
the council as well as the board of 
(ducation into Democratic hands, 
leuce the persistency of the Demo- 
crats to recognize Bradbury, although 
te is a disreputable saloon-keeper.

What is to be Bone in the Fire Lim- 


its This Season. 


Tne Mtaonic Corner and Other Buildings. 


Last evening a REPUBLICAN representa- 


;ivc had a short interview with E. Mo- 
Nakb & Son, the well-known contractors 
and builders, who ore always full of busi- 
ness and decidedly active either in pre- 
paring plans and specifications or super 
ntending the construction of new busi- 
ness buildings or private residences at all 
seasons of the year. 


As a result of the brief conference, the 


reporter learned that plans drawn by E. 
tfcNabb £ Son for the new Masonic 
luilding on the southeast corner ef Wa- 
er and State streets, have been accepted 
>y the Masons, and that that corner will! 


adorned by a handsome three story 


}rick block by the first of next August, 
at a cost of about 915,000. The work 
will be commenced by May 1st The 
building will have a frontage of 60 feet 
on Waterttreet and wfll be 76 feet deep. 
The ceiling of the first floor will be 15 feet! 
ligh, and will be divided into three store 
rooms, each 20 feet wide, fronting on Wa- 
er street The second floor ceiling will 
be U feet high and will be us* mostly 
or offices. The thinl floor will have a 
ceiling 16 feet high, and will be used by 
each of the three Masonic orders in Deca- 
iur as lodge rooms. In future the mem- 
>ers of Macon Lodge, No. 8, Beaumanoir 
3ommandery No. 9, and Ionic Lodge No. 
312, will meet on the third floor of this 
corner building, where they will have the 
x»tof ventilation and all desired con- 
veniences. The entire building, as above 
outlined, will be owned by the Masonic 
jrethren, except the south twenty feet 
which will be the property of Messrs. 
James W. and George D. Haworth. As 
soon as the new supply (f brick is placed 
on the market, the work of putting up the 
juilding will be commenced. 


The Edwin Carter residence property 


on the corner has been purchased by W. 
W. Foster, who will have the buildings 
removed as soon as the weather will per- 
mit. 


The architects have also perfected plans 


tor the erection of three two story brick 
Business buildings on the south side of 
East Mam street, between H. W. Waggon- 
er's and Fred Butzein's brick buildings. 
The new buildings will cost about 812,000 
and will be put up by the owners of the 
lots, A. T. Hill, Orlando Powers and E. 
Harpetrite. Each store room will have a 
frontage on East Main street of 22 feet 
and will be 80 feet deep, and these three 
buildings will be put up and finished 
ready for occupancy before the autumn 
leaves begin to fall. 


The excavation for the handsome new 


brick building on the John Ullrich cor- 
ner, east of the postoffice, is now in pro- 
gress. This building will cost in tha 
neighborhood of 815,000 nnd will be three 
stories high. The largest room on the 
first floor will be only 50 feet deep. The 
rear is to be divided in three separate 
rooms, which will be leased to smnll deal- 
ers. The corner will probably be used 
as a bank. 


When these buildings are completed 


the business part of Decatur will be great- 
ly improved in appearance, and will indi- 
cate to visitors that this is indeed a bust- 
ling and growing city, and that Decatur 
is one of the best—if not the best town in 
the great west to invest surplus money, 
iither in business or in residence property. 
The two-story business blocks on the 


northwest comer of East Eldorado and 
Morgan streets, recently erected by J. A. 
Swearingen and Hart & Doyle, have 
given that part of the city something of a 
boom. Each of the four store rooms are 
occupied by W. W. Swearingea, druggist, 
E. B. Bohon, dry goods, Doyle &• Co., gro- 
cers, and by a butcher.
